It has been many years since you did some research on the 
Beale families of Isle of Wight and of Southampton counties 
for me and now here I am egain. 


Naturally this genealogy is far from being complete but after 
some 25 years research, and considering the fact that I am not 
getting younger, I one Bee that I had better get this genealogy 
published for it would/ Sthing short of a crime to permit all 
the material I have to be lost to posterity. 


Recently I had a letter from Mrs, Constance Beale Shuford of 
Arden, N.C., and in same she enclosed a copy of a letter. to 
br. Tyler written in 1928 by her Grandmother, Mrs Chas.Willing 
Beale of Arden, who it seems had spent some 50 years doing 
Beale research only to see it all go up in smoke when their 
home in Arden was burned. Thus, this letter to Dr.Tyler was 
written from memory, rather rambling so that I had to outline 
as I read to get some cohereney out of it but in same she 
mentioned a fact that I had never heard of before and about 
which I am now interested. 


She wrote that one Charles Beale of Richmond SO.., V&., BOLa 
his property in 1709 and with a Joseph Beale who also owned 
adjacent property migrated to Surry County. Beyond the birth 
date of Charles as record in N. Farnham Parish Register of 
Richmond, Oct. 20, 1678, I have been unable to find anything 
else pertaining to him. It would seem possible that he did 
leave Richmond County and he could have gone to Surry, so I, 
would appreciate a run of whatever records Surry County has. 

to ascertain if Charles bought lands after his arrival in 
1709-10, Also if a Joseph Beale bought lands at the same time. 


At the time you did the research for me, you started the 
marriage records inIsle of Wight in Deed Bk 1, P 22 with Benj. 
Beal, Jr., 1689, and Martha Neville, dau of John Neville. 


And the wills began with Benj. Beale, Sr., dated Feb. 12, 1712/13 
probated April 27, 1713, Isle of Wight Co., W& D Br- 2, F 356. 
From this I concluded that this was beginning of the records 

and the first entries made to the Beale families. 


In southanpton County, the marriage record began with Benj. 
Beale & Elizabeth Cobb, 2-15-1787 (50) and Ministers! Returns, 
Burwell Beale & Cherry Wilson, 6-13-1784,

Va.e, was built upon their estate & name for the St. Croix estate?

in Southampton County? 


And do you have any knowledge of the records in Nansemond Co?, 
One George Beale II married 17935, his 4th cousin, Mary Dkxon, 
a descendant of Ruth Beale, brother of our Thomas, whose gr- 
&r-grandson was George II. Is this marriage record there? 


Among the records you sent to me originally, there was were 
& number of Dixons mentioned, witnesses & securities, etc., 
but nothing that would identify them for me. 


Mrs. Beale's letter says this Mary Dixon, was a granddaughter 
of Anthony-Tucker, near Hampton. Maybe this will help identify 
Mary Dixon. 


Anyway, I am most anxious for this new information if I can 
get it as I am trying to get the master copy to the printer 
by Feb.15th, at the latest. So your assistance will be very 
IMuch appreciated.
